‘Catalyst’ 


In recent years, the advent 
of the bi-yearly Cleveland 
NAACP elections always 
seems to stimulate cries for 
new leadership and new difrec- 
tions. Logically, it would seem 
that these statements of con- 
cern would surface during the 
tenure of each term -- but they 
don't. 

In any case, what is the 
origin of these cries and how 
can the Cleveland NAACP be 
salvaged from its present 
zombie-like state? The pres- 
ent stoic state of the Cleve- 
land NAACP as well as other 
branches throughout America 
are the result of the past civil 
rights successes of the 
organization. 

During the 1940s and the 
1950s, when the Cleveland 
NAACP was considered mil- 
itant by troubled whites, many 
Blacks were fearful of joining 
the group. Yet, this was the 
period when the Cleveland 
NAACP'’s influence reached 
its zenith. Unlike the 80s, 
racial discrimination in the 
40s and 50s was blatant and 
very visible. 

In addition, unlike most of 
their counterparts now, in the 
40s and 50s, the Black middle- 
class were civil rights acti- 

vists. The list of former Black 
middle-class activists who 
were labeled “militants” is 
long. 

The late William O. Walker, 
Drs. James Levy, N.K. Chris- 
topher, Leroy Bundy and Atty. 
Richard Gunn all acquired 
this militant label, but they 


opposed racism with vigor, 
picket signs and intellect. Dur-. 
ing this period Charles P. 
Lucas was the Cleveland 
NAACP executive secretary 
and he made the entire 
NAACP apparatus work. 

Dr. Bundy was a refugee 
militant from East St. Louis, Ill. 
He had been imprisoned for 
leading protest movements 
and creating a riot in the 
1920s. He came to Cleveland 
and became a dentist and a 
Cleveland city councilman, 
where he demonstrated how 
to represent your constitu- 
ents. 

in the 1980s, the practice of 
racism continues but it has 
become less visible. So 
NAACP officials need intellec- 
tual insights and maturity to 
decipher the codes and, dis- 
guises of racism. 

Usually the persons who 
seek NAACP offices, unlike 
former NAACP officers, have 
little, if any, experience of 
either being an active NAACP 
member of a civil rights acti- 
vist. Therefore, few of the 
NAACP officers elected in the 
past ten years possess little 
insight as to the internal func- 
tioning of an NAACP branch 
and little inclination to directly 
confront racism. 

The bi-yearly turnover of 
most Cleveland NAACP offi- 
cials clearly shows the weak- 
ness of the branch. If only a 
low level of continunity exists 
among NAACP officials, few 
programs and strategies are 
either developed or com-

pleted 
"In addition, it becomes 
apparent that an even lower 
level of commitment and 
expertise exists among the 
leadership. 
The past successes of the 


. NAACP has created countless 


educational and commercial 
opportunities for Blacks. 
Thus, the Black middle-class 
has increased in size, power 
and money. Therefore the 
thirst for civil rights activism 
does not exist to any measu- 
rable degree among this 
group. 

Many Black middle-class 
persons, who do become part 
of the NAACP leadership, are 
solely interested in being 
associated with a respected 
organization that might aid 
their personal objectives. 

Undoubtedly, boycotts and 
direct action tools will never 
again be utilized by the 
NAACP. But the Cleveland 
NAACP officials need to 
devise new strategies to dis- 


. turb and curb the advance of 


racism. Thus far, the national 
officers of the NAACP have 
failed to do this. Who can 
assume when NAACP officers 
here will do so. 

In any case, the future of the 
NAACP is related to the future 
quality of the economic and 
social state of America. If the 
latter improves, so will the 
quality of life for Blacks, but 
the NAACP will need innova- 
tive minds to discover ways to 
contain the historical fellow

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Washington’s 1987 campaign: Chicago at the crossroads

The upcoming mayoral race in Chicago is one of the most important 
political events now facing the nation. What's at stake in Chicago is 
whether or not the third largest city in the United’States can continue to 
make progress under the leadership of Mayor Harold Washington, a 
dynamic Black mayor. Mayor Washington has announced plans to seek 
re-election. 

Unfortunately, the forces of racism are also making plans. They ifttend 
to challenge Mayor Washington, not on the grounds of ineffectiveness 
--an argument they could not win -- but on the basis of race. 

For almost four years we have witnessed constant, racist attempts by 
Alderman Edward R. Vrdolyak and others to bring the city to a halt. They 
had hoped that this would cause a racial backlash against Washington. 

Fortunately, however, the City of Chicago did not come to a halt. 
Rather, Chicago has experienced new economic growth and revitaliza- 
tion under Washington's leadership. According to a recent article in the 


Chicago Tribune, Chicage is in the midst of “a $12 billion building boom. | 


Construction. cranes have become a fixture on the skyline. Census fig- 
ures show some 80,000 people now live within walking distance of State 
and Madison Streets, giving the Loop a 24-hour clientele for its stores 


and theaters.” 

Another achievement of Washington's administration has been his 
success in promoting racial harmony in spite of the antics of the 
Vrdolyaks. 

For example, there is now a real, working coalition between African 
Americans and Latin Americans in the City of Chicago. In addition, there 
appears to’be growing liberal and progressive white support and invol- 
vement in the WaShington administration. 


Therefore, Mayor Washington has become an excellent example of 
Black political power at work for the good of an entire city. 

The point that should be emphasized, however, is that Harold 
Washington has also become a national symbol of progressive politics. 
Washington's voice is consistently heard across the nation in support of 
the kind of urban development that does not displace inner city resi- 
oar This urban development has also produced thousands of new 
jobs. 


Further, ina feature story Ebony Magazine noted that Mayor Washing- 
ton had made “some tradition-shattering moves” and that he “dis- 
mantied the patronage system, signed an unprecedented freedom of 
information order, shifted federal funds from the City Hall payroll to 
neighborhood programs and opened the budgetary process by holding 


public hearings for the first time in the city’s history.” ; 

Given his record, one would think that the Democratic National Com- 
mittee would leap at the chance to support Washington as the incumbent - —~ 
Democratic mayor of Chicago. Not so. 7 

Instead, the National Democratic Committee recently voted to table a 
resolution in support of Washington's re-election. Just what does arr 
accountable Black politician have to do in order to gain the backing of 
his own political party? 

The church has a role to play here also. Church leaders should not sit 
idly by on the sidelines of this unfolding drama. What is happening in 
Chicago goes beyond politics. It is a question of justice. * 

The church has a moral and theological responsibility to stand up and% 
speak out for that which is right. If the forces of racism prevail on election? 
day, this coming February, then a grievous racial injustice will have been 
committed not only against the good people of Chicago, but also against 
all persons committed to the cause of justice. 

Nationally, the church community and civil rights organizations 
should join hands with our sisters and brothers in Chicago to insure a ,, 
massive voter turnout on February 24. Justice does not come by osmo- .. 
sis. It comes through concrete social action.

Race a death penalty factor

The death penalty isn't simply a 
criminal justice issue, or even a 
moral issue. It is also a racial 
issue. 

In the days when the barbarous 
practice of state-ordered execu- 
tions was common, the death 
penalty was the preferred sent- 

ence for Blacks convicted of cer- 
tain crimes. Now that the death 
penalty has been bounded by var- 
ious legal restrictions, race is still 
a factor. 

That racial factor was a major 
cause of the Supreme Court 
decisions restricting its use. But, 
ten years ago, the Court gave the 
green light to the death penalty 
so long as states established fair 
procedures to decide who should 
be executed. 

That presumes formal legal 
procedures are sufficient to take 
race out of the picture, but the 
evidence suggests that the death 
penalty is still a lottery adminis- 
tered in an unfair way and race is 
still a factor. 

The Supreme Court recently 
heard arguments in a Georgia . 
case in which a convicted Black 
man is trying to overturn his 
sentence of death on the grounds 
that race systematically influen- 
ces death sentencing in the state. 

The cornerstone of his case is 
an exhaustive study of homicide 
indictments in Georgia and other 
states that shows people accused 
of murdering whites are nearly 
eleven times more likely to 

receive the death penalty as 
those convicted of killing Blacks. 

And where the victim of the 
killing was white, Black defend- 
ants receive the sentence of

death nearly three times more 
often than white defendants. 

in its arguments before the 
Supreme Court, the state said the 
disparity in sentencing is caused 
by white victims being more 
likely to be murdered in the 
course of armed robberies and 
other vicious crimes that warrant 
more extreme penalties. 

But the study took that into 


account--it isolated well over 200. 


variables and adjusted for them. 
The conclusion still was that 
killers of whites are 4.3 times 
more likely to get the death 
penalty. 

, Sorace is still a factor in decid- 
ing who lives and who dies. The 
courts have to recognize that and 
either strike down the death 
penalty once and for all or refuse 
to sustain laws that have dispro- 
portionate racial impacts. 

it would be best for the 
Supreme Court to summon the 
courage to go ahead with a total 
ban on the death penalty as an 
unconstitutionally cruel 
punishment. : 

We seemed headed in that 
direction in the 1970s, when pub- 
lic opinion was strongly anti- 
death penalty. But now a majority 
is in favor of it, and the courts are 
following the public opinion 
polls, with dire results. 

The Appeals Court, in allowifig 
the Georgia verdict to stand, said 
that despite the study showing 
racial bias in sentencing patterns 
such statistics couldn't be used 
to show that any particular death 
sentence was improper without 
proof of bias in the case in 
question. 

Thirty-seven states have death

penalty provisions, but only four 
states--Texas, Georgia, Florida, 
and Louisiana account for 75 
percent of all executions in the 
past decade. Most states recog- 
nize that\the death penalty does 
not deter crime, it simply is an act 
of vengeance that should have no 
place in a civilized society. 

In our society, the death

penalty will always be affected by 
racial factors. That is enough 
to place it outside the bounds of 
constitutionality. The courts 
should lead the way in banning it, 
and a shift in public opinion 
against the death penalty will 
help them do the right thing.

Prisoner plead for correction |

We the inmates at the Cleve- 
land House of Correction have 
been searching for a way to 
improve our living conditions and 
insure our civil rights as prison- 
ers of the state of Ohio. 

Repeated failure to rectify 
these problems with the man- 
agement of the facility has given 
us our only alternative of contact- 
ing state and local representa- 
tives along with the American 
Civil Liberties Union, Judges of 
various communities, The Cleve- 
land Plain Dealer, The Call and 
Post, and Cari Monday of Chan- 
nel 8, so that citizens of our city 
may be aware of what the 
inmates of this institution are 
dealing with and how their tax 
dollars are being wasted. 

Our civil rights, as wards of the 
state are violated daily. We are 
entitled to proper medical atten- 
tion at all times and only have a 
doctor hereon a part time basis. 
We are lacking proper dental 
care, men and women with gum 
problems or cavities are not 
allowed treatment. Only the pul- 
ling of teeth is permitted, which is 
absurd. : 

The maintenance to these 
buildings seem to be a joking 
matter to the officials. Windows 
go broken for months at a time; 
only two out of six showers even 
work for 70 men; sinks in 
bathrooms are ready to fall off 
the walls and one room has no 
sink at all. 

The institution does not supply 
proper detergents or disinfec- 
tants to keep bathrooms, living. 
quarters or the kitchen up toa 
minimal health standard. 


Do more for children, poll says 


Those of us who have been urg- 
ing our government to do more for 
children just got a major boost. 
The majority of the American peo- 
ple agree with us, according to a 
new national poll by Louis Harris 
and Associates, completed in 
August. 

The poll shows that most adults 
in this country, Black and white, 
are very worried about the prob- 
lems our youngsters face today. 
Nearly three out of four Americans 
think problems affecting children 
have gotten worse since they were 
growing up. Less than half the 


public believes that most Ameri- 
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can children are basically happy, 
get a good education or live in a 
safe neighborhood. 

Among all groups of children, 
Americans see teens as especially 
vulnerable to harm. A majority of 
Americans believe that most teen- 
agers have sex at least occasion- 
ally. Many also believe that most 
teens are involved with alcohol or 
drugs. 

How are the various institutions 
in our society that are supposed to 
help care for children -- parents, 
schools, and our government -- 
meeting their responsibilities? 
Most Americans would like to see 
a stronger effort by: 


Parents. A majority of the Amer- 
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ican people think that parents are 
doing only a fair or poor job of 
meeting their responsibilities to 
children. While they feel that most 
parents do give their children 
financial security, most say par- 
ents are not doing a good job of 
giving their children values or dis- 
cipline. Ninety-three percent think 
it is very important for parents to 
spend more time with their 
children. 

Schools. Schools get mixed 
reviews from the public. They are 
credited by a majority for doing a 
good job in giving children an 
interest in. learning and basic 
skills. But only 40 percent feel that 
most American children get a

Majorities of the public strongly 
endorse new services for children 
like health coverage for uninsured 
children. Furthermore, most 
Americans are prepared to pay 
higher taxes to fund children’s 
programs, the poll says.

The battle for equal- 
ity >f opportunity and justice is still being fought. We must 
strengthen our battle lines by making the family — father. 
mother, and childre:. — strong and united. To achieve this 
goal, we must be willing to admit that many Black babies 
don't go to bed hungry because of racism. No, they lack 
food because a Black man has failed to fulfill his respon- 
sibilities as a father and a husband. 

Think about it. Do we Blacks have the courage to 
f reduce the number of single-parent homes in our 
Ki community?

Scatter the pecans 
over a baking pan and place under the broiler. Toast, stirring 
occasionally, about 30 seconds or until nicely browned and 
slightly crisp. Cool, chop coarsely, set aside. Select a metal, 
preferably copper, mixing bowl with a round bottom. Bring 
enough water to a simmer in saucepan into which the bottom 
of the mixing bowl will fit comfortably.

Remove the bowl from the water 
and continue beating off the heat about 1 minute. Pour into 8 
stem glasses.

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Bank One signs accord to assist MBE companies

The program was developed 
after the Main Street Business 
Association filed a complaint 
with the Federal Reserve Board 
objecting to a multi-million dol- 
lar merger between Bank One 
and American Fletcher Bank of 
Indiana. The group charged in 
its complaint that Bank One 
had failed to properly service 
the minority business com- 
munty in Columbus. 

Asimilar action, filed against 
Bank One by the Community 
Reinvestment Act Task Force 
of Columbus, focused on the 
bank’s alleged failure to assist 
minority homeowners with 
mortgage loans. The task force 
is comprised of several—reli- 
gious, social and community- 
based organizations on the 
city's near east side. Rev. 
Elbert Cates haded the CRA 
Task Force and his brother, 
former NAACP president Wal- 
ter Cates, leads the Main Street 
Business Association. 

Walter Cates stressed the 
difference between the two 
efforts." 

“You create jobs and income 
with businesses, while you 
create a mortgage with a hous- 
ing loan,” Cates said. 

According to Cates, the 
agreement reached between 
the Main Street Business 
Association and. Bank One 
entails:

loan officer from the bank to 
learn the needs of the east side; 

The creation of a Commun- 
ity Development Corporation 
by the holding company of 
Bank One, which wolld be 
responsible for making loans 
to credit-worthy minority busi- 


nesses; and 


Bank One assistance in 
ensuring that all the business 
assistance capabilities of the 
Small Business Resource Cen- 
ter were made available to 
minority businesses. The 
SBRC is an arm of the Colum- 
bus Area Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

- “Bank One recognizes that 
they may not have had the 
sharpestsenior officers 
exposed” to the small, Black 
business concern, Cates 
stated. Under the agreement, 
these officers would be availa- 
ble both to learn the market, 
and to provide assistance to 
potential bank customers. 

No dollars volume was set by 
Bank One to place in its CDC, 
which Cates described as 
“almost like a MESBIC (a 
Minority Enterprise Small Bus- 
iness Investment Corporation, 
which provides venture capital 
and equity financing for minor- 
ity businesses).” 

“We didn’t feel that having a 
figure was nothing but a public 


relations gimmick,” Cates: 


added. This new program, 


Cates pointed out, would not 
force Bank One to lend money 
to businesses which were not 
credit worthy. 

“Nobody is asking the bank 
to throw its lending practices 
away,” Cates argued. 

The Main Street Business 
Association filed a complaint 
in September against.Bank 
One, charging that the bank 
had expressed little interest in 
working with minority busi- 
nesses, and had in fact turned 
down several creditworthy 
minority companies when it 
was asked to finance contracts 
which the minority businesses 
had obtained. 


The complaint charged that 
the actions of Bank One were 
part of a larger system of 
behavior by the banks in 
Columbus which effectively 
froze minority businesses out 
of the lending market. 


However, Cates would not 
directly respond to the ques- 
tion of the group’s efforts 
againstother Columbus 
banks, noting only that the set- 
tlement reached between Bank 
One and his group should indi- 
cate that “it makes real good 
sense that they should bring 
their ship into order.” 

Ralph Frasier, a senior vice 
president and general counsel 
at the Huntington Bank, said 
that his_bank is “trying to do 


more. We are taking a much 
more aggressive, pro-active 
position now than we've ever 
had, and I’m sure that’s going 
to continue.” 

However, Frasier cautioned 
against programs which are 
too hastily contrived to meet 
the long-term needs of the 
Black business community. 

“You may get a short-term 
satisfied” by doing acomplaint 
under the Community Reinv- 
estment Act, Frasier said, but 
the end may be “very regretta- 
ble to sacrifice short-term solu- 
tions (in favor of) solutions 
which, in the long term, may be 
better.” 

Frazier said there was a 
“great need for instruction, for 
development of credit habits” 
in the minority business 
community. 

Cates argued that “we don't 
care what justification (banks) 
use” to expand their efforts in 
behalf of minority businesses, 
“all we want is respect and a 
fair chance.” 

“We've got a lot of bankable, 
good quality individuals in our 
community” who deserve a 
chance to participate in the 
business marketplace, Cates 
argued. 

“If we’re going to turn 
around” the economic life of 
Black people, Cates added, 
“we're going to have to do it 
ourselves.”

In July, 1986, Pennington 


said police noted a marked 
increase in the number of 
escort services in and around 
Columbus. He said there are 45 
such services, with a new one 
appearing about every two 
weeks. 

‘Pennington said financial 
records seized from one escort 
service showed the business 
registered $40,000 in less than 
three months on credit card 
charges. ‘ 

He said the average custo- 
mer is a ‘“‘business-type”’ 
person.

White Santa Claus’ deprives 
black children of role 


There probably isn’t a child 
in America who can’t describe 
Santa Claus, the jolly old man 
with an image so distinct that 
it's often taken for granted. 

But for Black and other 
minority children, it isn’t 
always so easy to take Santa 
Claus for granted. The fact that 
he is almost always depicted as 
a white male poses special 
concerns in the development 
of minority children. 

“A white Santa Claus cer- 
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tainly has an impact on Black 
children,” said K. Sue Jewell, a 
sociologist and assistant pro- 
fessor of Black studies at Ohio 
State University. “Santa is one 
important example of the lack 
of positive Black images in our 
society. And it has a pro- 
nounced effect on Black child- 
ren growing up in America.” 
Jewell said’ a white Santa 
probably wouldn't be that 
important if there were other 
positive images of Blacks in

our media and culture. But she 
noted that all of the fantasy and 
fairy tale characters that child- 
ren grow up with -- such as 
Santa, the fairy godmother and 
Cinderella -- are commonly 
depicted as white. 

And the media also shows 
few positive images of Blacks, 
Jewel said. With a few impor- 
tant exceptions, television 
generally shows Blacks in the 
role of “sidekicks” to white 
characters. Movies are worse, 
she said, because they often 
show Blacks in stereotypic 
roles as criminals or as desper- 
ately poor.

The only positive images are 
usually those of Black enter- 
tainers and sports stars, Jewell 
said. 

“The absence of Blacks in 


. the media and in popular 
F images may cause Black child- 
~ ren to question their self- 
E worth,” Jewell said. “If you 


don't.see an image of yourself 
anywhere, if you don't fit a par- 
ticular stereotypic image, you 
are made to feel less impor- 
tant.” 

This white imagery has other 


| effects on Black children. 


“What is particularly trou- 
bling to a white Santa Claus 
and the dominance of white 
images is that it may cause 
Black childrern, if they are not 
receiving positive input at 
home, to believe that all of their 
rewards are going to be pro- 
vided by whites,” she said. 

“They begin to wonder how 
much power, how much influ- 
ence, Blacks really have over 
their ownlives.” 

Jewell said the dominance of 
white images such as Santa 
Claus also affects the devel- 


opment of white children. If © 


white children were to see a 
Black Santa Claus, they may 
begin to develop more positive

OSU 
sociologist Dr. K. Sue Jewell says the proliferation of white Santas typifies the 
lack of positive role models for Black children in our society. 


This will have a positive 
effect on how they treat Black 
children at school and in their 
neighborhoods and also 
serves to counter stereotypes, 
she said. ; 

“If you are a white child and 
you see a Black Santa Claus, 
you think ‘This is someone | 


can trust,’’she saids. ‘‘The- 


child is then likely to generalize 
this positive image to other 
Blacks. 

“These images really do 
affect how we view each other. 

But it’s not really necessary 
to replace a white image of 
Santa Claus with a Black one, 
she said. It's possible to have 
both. Because of the impor- 
tance schools play in the 
development of chidren, they 
should display pictures of both 
white and Black Santas. 

Jewell said some schools 
have distributed coloring 
books with drawings of Santa 
and other fantasy figures. This 
allows each child to color 


Santa ee pe or she per- 
ceives him. 

Malls arid shopping centers 
can also have both white and 
Black Santas. White and Black 
children can go toboth of them, 
she said. 

The goal is to have both 
Black and white children grow 
up seeing Blacks portrayed 
positively in popular culture 
and the media, Jewell said. 

“We have to work toward a 
pluralistic society where there 
are a variety of positive images 
of people of all races and cul- 
tures,” she said.

GNP of Blacks over next 5 years 


WASHINGTON--Retiring 
Rep. Parrren J. Mitchell 
announced plans to double the 
gross national product of 
Blacks in the next five years 
and to “crack the private sector 
open” for minority businesses. 

Mitchell, D-Md., chairman of 
the House Smal! Business 
Committee, also said he 
pressed for an increase in 
minority members) on his 
committee when ‘he House 
leadership met Dec 8 to organ- 
ize for the 100th Congress 
convening in eariy January. 

The 41-membe’ Smatl Busi- 


ness Committee has five 
minoritymembers inctuding 
Mitchell and Rep. Henry B. 
Gonzalez, D-Texas Gus Sav- 
age, D-lil_ Esteba: rres, D- 
Caltf., and Charles +. Hayes,

Mitchell talked with repor- 
ters after meeting privately 
with 20 Black representatives 
of national professional and 
trade organizations on Capitol 
Hill to develop a coordirated 
steategy for increasing oppor-: 
tunities for minority-owned 
businesses. 

Organizations that are 
involved in the effort include 
the National Conference of

orty years ago, two gifted young actors named Ossie Davis and Ruby Dee 
made their Broadway debuts in ‘Jeb.’ Now they have five grandchildren 
and are celebrating their 38th wedding anniversary. 

And Davis is back on Broadway for, the I5th time, starring with Hal Linden 
in the hit show, ‘I'm Not Rappaport."” The play has been critically acclaimed, 
as ‘has the man, who has a long, distinguished career as an actor, writer, direc- 
tor, producer, scholar and civil rights leader. 

Even at age 69, Davis, who was a close friend of the late Malcolm X, among 
others, remains active. He was among major leaders in New York City recently 
spearheading a campaign to fight the spread of crack, the killer cocaine-derived 
drug that is killing thousands of youngsters, especially blacks. 

But it is his work as an actor that has given Davis worldwide recognition. In 
fact, he is one of the few black actors accepted by Broadway's elite theater world 
as a serious performer. 

Simultaneously, he’s even regarded by the black nationalist sector — certainly 
not an easy group to please — as being totally relevaht to the black American 
experience. 

During a recent interview, Davis talked about his long career, his current play 
and the many blacks who preceded him in the theater district Wenicany known 

as ‘The Great White Way." 

Blacks have been on Broadway for more than a century. The first major black 
stars there were Bert Williams and George Walker, who became a Broadway 
sensation in 1896. 

In those days, Davis said, the near-Broadway area where Rockefeller Center 
and the New York Hilton now stand was a genteel cultural oasis where ‘blacks 
of quality’’ lived in a neighborhood then called ‘‘Negro New York.” 

“But, in 1900, there was a big race riot downtown,"’ Davis continued. As a 
result, black folks began moving uptown. Their midtown theatrical activities also 
moved up to Harlem and whites followed."’ 

avis came to New York in 1939 from Waycross, Ga., as a product of Howard 
University and a burning desire to succeed as an actor. Soon after his arrival, 
he joined the Rose McClendon Players, a Harlem community theater group. 

His first visit to a Broadway theater was to see Ethel Waters in ‘‘Cabin in the 
Sky."’ After the show, he was taken backstage to meet the star. And the gracious, 
warm-hearted actress became his idol and inspiration. 

Now the wide-eyed young actor is back as a white-haired old man. ** ‘Rap- 
paport’ "', Davis said, ‘‘is about these two old guys, in their 80s, who are sort 
of refugees from society. They meet in Central Park and establish a rapport with 
each other. They argue, they fight, they do all kinds of things together. They

overhaul since the income tax began in 1913. Because of the 
importance of the Tax Reform Act of 1986, I've prepared this 
information for you in conjunction with Coopers & Lybrand, one 
of the country's largest accounting firms.

We will focus on how you may be able to minimize your 1986 
tax bill and handle capital gains and losses. In future columns we will 
deal with tax shelters, municipal ‘bonds, IRAs, income shifting and 
borrowing strategies. 

@ Does tax reform affect me this year? 

Definitely. Once it takes effect on January 1, 1987, many deduc- 
tions and other tax-saving provisions of the old law will no longer 
be available or will be “‘worth’’ less because your tax rate is likely 
to-be lower. So you have only until December 31, 1986 to take 
certain actions to save cash, 

@ What sort of actions? 

The chief ones are to defer income until 1987 or 1988, when 
tax rates will drop significantly and to accelerate deductible expenses 
into 1986. You also may want to take capital gains on appreciated 
assets this year because the special, low-tax treatment of these gains 
ends in 1986. 

@ How can | defer income? 

If you're a salaried employee, deferring wages may not be possi- 
ble. But if you get a bonus each year, ask that it be deferred. 
@ What sort of deductions may | speed up? 

You can probably prepay some state and local income taxes as 
well as property taxes. If you're planning to buy a car, boat or ma- 
jor appliances, do it this year so you can deduct the sales tax. 
Subscribe to business journals, join a professional association, or pay 
for investment advisory services this year, because the deductibility

of many miscellaneous expenses will be drastically cut back next year. 

If you've decided to make a large charitable contribution, do it 
this year if possible. Donate long-term appreciated securities if you 
can, because you will get a deduction for their full market value 
but won't be taxed on the capital gains as you will if you sell the 
securities and donate cash. Appreciated securities given to charity 
next year will be treated much more stringently. 

@ What should | do about long-term capital gains? 

Next year long-term capital gains on stock, bonds and other assets 
will be taxed at a maximum rate of 28% versus 20% currently. So 
you may benefit from selling appreciated securities now and paying 
the tax in 1986 rather than later on. If you want to keep owning 
the same securities, consider repurchasing them shortly after sell- 
ing them. Then, when you eventually sell them again, you'll pay the 
28% tax just on the appreciation from the higher (repurchase) price. 

Before you take these steps, however, figure out whether pay- 
ing lower federal capital gains tax now is outweighed by securities 
transaction costs, state and local taxes on the gain (which may be 
higher after 1986), and lost earnings on the amount you have to 
Pay in tax. 

@ What about long-term losses? 

If you already have taken short-term capital gains in 1986, try 
to take long-term losses, too, before year-end to offset those gains. 
This will give you a tax benefit of up to 50% from the loss. 

There are many other steps you can take right now and in the 
future to save taxes on short and long-term capital gains and losses.

YOUTH SPORTS 


Let Them Be 


his column is mainly about kids playing sport. But 

it is being written for parents. 

Games are a way for a child to grow up. For decades 

we looked at youth sport as the ideal way’ to help 

structure our children’s games. We saw that winning and 
losing, competition and camaraderie with teammates would help 
prepare our children for adult life. 

Youth sport has become an enormous enterprise in America. Thir- 
ty million school age youngsters play, 4.5 million coaches guide them, 
1.5 million administer the programs, and up to 100 million parents 
and relatives become “‘involved”’ in one way or another. Children 
compete in 25 different sports. There are 4 year olds in hockey 
leagues. Six year olds have national championships in mini-bike com- 
petition. With so many actors involved, the enterprise becomes very 
complex. 

Julius Erving's early life is a living example of what the pressures 
on youth in sport can be. Dr. J epitomizes the athlete who successful- 
ly coped with all the pressures and became the great player and in- 
dividual that he is. 

However, all the stories we read today about athletes having drug 
or alcohol problems or being in trouble with the law frequently 
reflect their inability to handle the stress of high level sports. The 


deaths of Len Bias and Don Rogers are only the ultimate examples : 


of the stress. There are thousands of smaller stories. Imagine the 
pressures and expectations on the very young. 

To witness this, one simply has to go to the nearest Little League 
or Pop Warner game. Parents scream for their child to make ‘‘the 
big play,”’ irrespective of whether the team does well. The coach, 
not understanding the values of children but seeing how pro and 
college coaches work, adopts “‘the win comes first’’ models. The 
children, once thought to receive unmixed blessings from participa- 
tion, can often become victims of that participation. 

According to studies, the desire to ‘‘be the star’’ seems to be 
implanted in children by adults rather than inherent in young athletes. 
Many of us want to live vicariously through our sons and daughters. 
Some coaches have yet other ideas and motives. 

he effect differs on children from families with a sound 
TT eczrome tse than does on chtren raised in poverty 
and taught to believe that participation in sports may be the

only way out of that poverty. The effects are especially devastating 
on these chidren who may spend their youth and relinquish their 
educational opportunities to “‘escape’’ unaware of the enormous 
odds of making it to the pros. We may dream that we can be the 
next Dr. J while never thinking we can become Dr. James, com- 
munity pediatrician. 

Too many of us buy into the dream, hoping that our || year olds 
will play in high school, get a scholarship to college, and finally make 
the pros. However, if we attend our son or daughter's weekly game 
but don’t attend their PTA meetings; if we applaud our son's two 
touchdown performance but don’t criticize his D+ average as long 
as he is still eligible, then we become part of the sports pressure- 
cooker for our kids. We are telling them it is more important for 
them to be an athlete than a student. But we have to know the 
odds better than our kids do. What will the 11,999 think when they 
play their final game if they have no skills to sell in the job market? 
What will they think of how we advised them in sports and in school? 

Our acceptance — and, therefore, our kids’ — of the coach as 
the authority figure is universal. Too many of us areal too willing 


’ to relinquish responsibility to the coach that should be ours as 


parents. The coach’s influence eventually extends far beyond the 
sport itself. 

In addition, most coaches - like the rest of us - at the youth sport 
level don’t understand our ‘children’s desires. Those desires are 
primarily for friendship, enjoyment, playing time and socialization 
while the fact is that most youth coaches, quite naturally, take their 
leads from adult (college or pro) models who stress winning over 
all. Under pressure from their adult role models, the goals of the 
children change. Winning becomes all-important. The coach assumes 
more of our role as parents because we let him. 

Yet the net effect of the coach who becomes a quasi-parent in 
youth sport programs is very open to question. While most coaches 
are there because they love kids or sport or both, we have to be 
doubly careful about giving up too much of our role to “‘the coach.” 
Most youth sport coaches lack even rudimentary knowledge of the 
emotional, psychological, social and physical needs of children. It 
is our place to supply those needs. 

Our kids have enough problems being kids. Peer pressure to in- 
dulge in drugs, drink and sex makes them grow up fast. We can’t 
let their youth coach become a babysitter for us or a messenger 
of a particular dream we may have for our child. Let's let kids play 
their games for fun. They will be the winners. We all will. @

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“*Symbolically, the play says to me that the human spirit, no mat- 
ter what the circumstances, will find some way to celebrate its own 
triumphs.

Davis, who has written and directed several plays for stage, screen 
and television, added that he was ‘very happy’’ with the direction 
of ‘‘Rappaport."’ 

He also said blacks haven't been going to Broadway shows 
“because tickets are too expensive.” 

Asked about the future of black actors on Broadway, the tall, 
stately star replied: ‘‘First we should understand what Broadway 
is and how we relate to it. You can’t expect magic to happen on 
Broadway because: Broadway is simply part of a whole world. It's 
a waste of time to assume you could create a kind of perfect situa- 
tion for blacks on Broadway without, at the same time, creating 
that situation for the world outside. 

**What | would like to see happen is that America — as a culture, 
as a Civilization, as a society, as an economy and as a culture — would 
have done with racism and begin at all levels the new definition of 
what it is to be a human being. 

**We blacks have to go two ways at the same time. They are 
contradictory ways and if you don’t understand them they'll drive 
you crazy. We have to fight like hell to get inside American society 
and, once we're in, fight like hell to have the right to come right 
back out again."
